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POSTSCRIPT. 

Reader, This Sheet (which -is occafion'd by the Quakers Deportment) gives 
a freſh Taſte of the Spirit of Quakeriſm : For I having diſperſed my Chatge to 
G. WW. as in Pilgrims Progreſs, &c.. p. 172. into divers part of the Nation; not 
only by my Book aforeſaid, but by a fingle Quarto Page; this has greatly tor- 
mented the Bakers : For clear themſelves thereof -they cannot, and condemn 
their Errors they will not; for then down goes Infallability, and with ir Qua- 
keriſm, that being the main Pillar, npon which their Babe/-Building ſtand : And 
when I was at Oxford) ſent one of thele Quarto Pages,containing the ſaid Charge, 
to Sy/as Norton, 2 Quaker ; he asked the Meflenger from whence it came, who 
told him from Franczs Bugg, I will not receiye it, faid Sy/24: The fame day. being 
at Chriſt's-Church-College, and diſcourſing of it, and how S. Norton rejected the 
{aid Charge and Challenge, one of the Fellows defired me to go along with him 
toS. Norton, thinking, 1 ſuppoſe, that he could prevail with him, roattempr a 
Defence; 1 went with him, and by all rhe fair VVords and Chriſtian Arguments 
that he could uſe, could not gain the Point; tho' he told him the Charge was 
high; and if true upon them, the Quakers were not Chriſtians ; and if not true, 
he would engage the Univerlity ſhould condemn Francis Bygg : Irhen alſo ofter'd, 
that if-I did not prove it upon them from their approved Authors, taat I would 
burg,my Book, as a Teſtimony againſt my own Imuſtice: Bur neither of us could 
prevail; bur inſtead thereof, according to their wonted manner, he and his VVife 
railed at me, call'd me Liar, Serpent, Brute Beaſt, and the like Names; and 
not only ſo, but fell foul on the Gentleman, and told him, that they hired Ba- 
laam to curſe the Quakers, which I take to be a foul Slander caſt upon that Fa- 
mous Univerſity ; for they never hired me, nor perſwaded me to write a Line, 
nor put V Vords into my Mouth . but what] write is of my own (Accord; I never 
was, nor am, a Hireling, but a Volunteer. Ft, when I was a Quaker, I ſufterd 
Three Years and Four Months Impriſonment, tor meeting, and not taking the 
Oath of Allegiance, I ſuffer d more than 100 /. in Fines and Diftreſſes for Meet- 
tings; I was Recorder to their Monthly and Quarterly Meetings 16 or 18 Years, 
and never took one Shilling for all my Journeys, and other Service, I gave 20 /. 
towards building their Meecting-Houlſe in M:/den-1a//, rho' when I left them, and 
they denied me the uſe rhereot, by Agreement they repatd me 12 /. thereof, 
which I put to a-better uſe ; namely, Printing againſt thoſe Errors I formerly held; 
[ was one of the chief Entertainers of their Miniſters in that part of the Country 
ivhere I dwelt; I have Cloathed ſome, and pur Money in the Pockets of others 
of them ; I know not in what thingT was Interior to them, which now Domineer 


and Inſult over me. | | . 
And.Secongly, fince I leftthem, I have waged War with their Teachers from 1678, to 1698; not 
only by Manuſcript Controvertie, but almeft every Year, one with anocher, a Book, little or grear, 


- againſt rhem, in Print, and never till 3697. took Ten Shillings ot all the Clergy: I never Curſed 


them; no, Chriſt commands to Blets, and Curle not ; and the Dodtrine of the Church of England 
reach rhe ſame; inſomuch, that I have, and can pray, thac God may Blets them, in turning them - 
from the Errors of their Ways, upon their Contefſion of heir Sins r9 God, and begging Pardon, for 
Chriſt's fake : Burt they have Curſed me; I cannot fay with Bell, B:z4, and Candle, but in their Books 
and Letters; ſee Pilgrims Progreſs, p-146. and nor only me, bu the Biſhops of the Church of Eng- 
land, and that in Print, calling them Cijed Biſbops , and Sam. Cater, ina Meeting at Milden-Hull, in 
my Hearing, Curſcd the Clergy, faying, They are Curied with an- Exerlajting Curſe: 1 then gy q

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Fobn Everet, ſitting by me, (ancther of their Teachers) who going home with me, I asked him how 
he liked tuch Doctrine: He rold me, not ar all: And as for cheir Infolent Boldneſs, I have recited a 
Sample in thete Queries, bottomed on Matrer of Fa in their Books, and more largely handled them 
ellewhcre, and this angers them ; they began with Curſing and Railing, and continue the ſame ſtill;

lacely 1aid) How ſhould they prove themjelves right-bred Children of the Accuſer of the Brethren I's true, 
1 have ripe up their Boldneſs, their Sawcineſs, and Impudence, that angers them * they love to 
ule it, 1t5 the Marrow of their Religion, ard by which they have beguiled Thouſands of young 
unſtable People, by relling them, rhe Clergy are Witches, Devils, Conjurers, and the like : Bur this 
chey would nor have expoled; this 15 to ule: when they ſee Occafion , they can now word the Mar-- 
rer otherwiſe, and yet mean the ſame thing; G. Whitehead tells you ſo, ahd you may believe him. 

Ic may be their Hearers may fay, that one Fool may ask more o—_ n a Hundred wiſz Men 
can anſier,which I grant; and one of rhoſe Fools I have long fince taken their great Apoſtle to be, (Geo, 
Fx by name; yea, and Nature too, ) who in his Book, ſtiled in Contempt ot the Clergy, A Primmer 
for all the Do&tors and Scholars in Europe, (5c. propoſed to the Univerſities and Clergy,gyc- 2434 Que- 
ries,which all the Quabers1n England can never antwer,ſhould they go abour it: Bur to avoid thar Rock, 
I have propoſed to their Hearers only 70 _ both plain and eafie ro anſiwer,* by ſaying Tea or 
Nay to each Queſtion, and which, I my felf can anſiver in halt an Hours rime; I have now by me 
near 40co Quaker Queries tothe Clergy, and many of them anſwered in Print, ſo many at leaſt & 
are worth noticing: And fince it has been: their own .Method, ro trouble the Workd wich cheir 
impertinent Queries; as, What is a Dative Caſe * What is a Genitive Caſe ? What is a Participle ? What 
is an Adverb ? What is a Dipthong ? :Vhat is an E-dipthong ? And wh? ſpake thein firſt And what u Dyg- 
Madneſs ? What is Badger-madneſs ? And the bke ; Why may nor I queſtion them about their Funds- 
mentals? 'Tis but a Query to a Perſon; 70 Queries to 70 Quakers , which, when'antwer'd, 'I ſhall 
propoſe 70 more, and fo on, until we underſtand them : But to avoid thar, I fear they'll not anfiver 
theſe few; for Error loves Obſcurity, becauſe Darkneſs is its Habitation ; Counterfeir Coyn will not 
endure Trial: And this makes them rage, this makes them rail, tret and fume ; for Reprobate Si 
ver they are loath to be called, yer by the Help of a Metaphgr, 'tis their proper Name ; but note 
withſtanding all this Plainneſs of Speech, yer I preſume they'll again be angry : But I have learnt 
to bear all rhinzs; I know their Hypocriſie 1s as deep as Hell, and their Malice as cruel as the Grave, 
and thar againſt me and others, who have diſcover'd their Curſing, their Railing, and Impudent 
Boldnefs; bur T'!l keep out of More-Fields, and hope to avoid the Dinr thereof, and am content ro 
become the Objett both of rheir Scorn and Malice, ſo that thereby I may have Opportunity w 
make them maniteſt ; firſt ro rhemlelves, that they may Repent, and then to others; for many of 
them are ſo Ignorant, (reſpetting the Chriſtian Religion, which «teach us ro Love our Enemies, 
Bleſs, and Curſenor, do Good ro them thar deſpitetully uſe you ) that they know nor their Right 
Hand from their Left, and yer fo ſpiritually Proud, has they will not be raughr,
